. , • with one another, and in accordance with the recommendations of the Examiner. 
: ■ ' The Examiner maintained (he objection of claims 2-3 and 19-20 under 37 C.F.K. § 

1 .75(c) as being of improper dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a 
previous claim. Claims 2-3 and 1 9-20 are canceled by the present amendment. Applicant 
, • submits that all currently pending claims arc in compliance with USPTO Rules.

The Examiner rejeclcd 2, 19, 30, and 37-43 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as

• Applicant regards as the invention. Claims 2 and 1 9 are canceled by the present amendment. 
Claims 30 and 37 have been amended by deleting "fluoric acids" in order to expedite prosecution 
• ' : . oflhe remaining subject matter, that is, hydrophitic groups that are cc-fluorocarboxyjic acids, fJ- 
fluorocarboxylic acids, and combinations thereof.

Rejectio ns Under 35 U XC S 103 

Aitweter and Nishlguchl in view of Kuo 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1, 3, 6, 10, 12-13, 17-18, 20, 22, 24, 29-30, 32-33, and 
36 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable separately over Auweier and 
; over Nishiguchi in view of Kuo. As noted above, claims 3, 12-13, and 20 are canceled. In 
addition, neither Anwetcr nor Nishiguchi combined with Kuo teach or suggest ink-jet inks 
comprising a polymer-dispersed pigment encapsulated with a polymer including styrcne* 
, l.ri fluoroacrylic acid-vinylsulfonic acid copolymer, styrene-a-(trifluorotncthyl)acrylic acid- 
, vijiylsulfonic acid copolymer, unci styrene-tri fluoroacrylic acid copolymer, nor a system or 
, method incorporating such an ink, in accordance with the present independent claims 1, IS, and 
' 30* Since llicsc prior art references fail to teach or suggest each and every element of the above 
independent claims (and by extension the claims depending therefrom), they do not support a 
. prima facie case for a finding of obviousness of diesc claims. Applicant therefore respectfully 
% '. requests the withdrawal of this rejection. 

/ • : Nishiguchl in view of Kuo and further in view of Kitamura and Kubota 

The Examiner has rejected claims 27-28 and 34-35 under 35 ILS,C. § 103(a) as being 
'Unpatentable over Nishiguchi in view of Kuo as applied to claims 1,3,6, 10, 12-13, 17-18, 20, 
22, 24, 20-30, 32-33, and 36 and further in view of Kitamura and Kubota. Applicant has 
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discussed above bow the combination of Nishiguchi and Kuo fait to leach or suggest the 
elements presently required by claim 18 and claim 30, from which the rejected claims depend. 
,. Neither Kitamura nor Kubota remedy the shortcomings of Nishiguchi and Kuo wi ih regard to the 
polymers taught. Therefore, Applicant submits that a prima facie case for obviousness of claims 
27-28 and'34-35 is also lacking. In view of this, Applicant respectfully requests that this 
rejection be withdrawn. 

Applicants submit that all of the pending claims present allowable subject matter and 

• .. allowance is respectfully requested. 1 r any impediment to the allowance of these claims remains 

.after consideration of the above remarks, and such impediment could be removed during a
